During the Marion Art Center's ongoing "Small 
Works on the Wall" exhibit, if you see a little something 
you like, you can buy it, take it right from the gallery wall, 
and carry it home with you. And although these small- 
size works of art can literally fit into the palm of your 
hand, that doesn't mean the work is lacking in full-size 
talent. 

It's quite the contrary. 

The 24 local artists represented on the gallery 
walls at the MAC this month until December 20 offer the 
beholder's eye a fresh perspective on practical gift giving:

Ruth LaGue's colorful acrylic paintings are 
fascinating impressions of nature - its colors, patterns, 
and three-dimensional texture. Her four paintings that 
hung on the wall on the night of November 24 - Clouds

Healthy Tri-Town Coalition 
Building a Way Forward 
By Marilou Newell 

It's been two years since the concept of building 
a coalition of people - people who could take on urgent 
social, mental health, addiction and domestic violence 
issues - first began in the hopes of moving the dialog to 
the point of actionable plans. And although the start may 
have been slow, the group has picked up considerable 
steam. 

Resulting from a desire to better serve local 
people whose complex problems and situational 
urgencies affect the entire social fabric of the community. 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools Dr. Elise M. 
Frangos, along with health care professionals, educators 
and administrators, police and fire personnel, students 
and parents, and the Mattapoisett Lions Club are just 
getting started. 

As each participant arrived on November 28 for 
the hour-long session, they were asked to select an area of 
interest such as Community Culture, Relational Violence, 
Substance Abuse, and Mental Health. 

Gathering around tables to approach these 
specific topics, the participants were given some guidance 
by Old Rochester Regional School District Superintendent 
Doug White. He asked that as the sub-groups began their 
discussions, they try to hone in on one or two thoughts 
that could be developed into action plans. 

"These issues are bigger than the schools," said 
White. "These are community issues." 

At the table discussing substance abuse and 
mental health issues were several doctors, social workers, 
students, nurses, and teachers. Jumping right into the 
matter at hand. Dr. Jason Reynolds, pediatrician and 
also member of the Marion Board of Health, asked how

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they could educate parents and children. From that 
thought, the group brainstormed how the topic of drugs 
is processed by adults and teens, and their disparate 
appreciation or lack thereof regarding the severity of 
using drugs, whether prescription or otherwise. 

A student sitting at this table shared her 
experience with attending several different forums, 
presumably geared for teens, which failed to reach the 
mark. 

"I felt patronized," she said. "We weren't treated 
as real people... We were talked down to... I felt like 
a child." She said those presentations, although well 
meaning, were just more, "Don't take drugs," without any 
substantive takeaways. She suggested more science-based 
material to help children and teens more fully appreciate 
the damage drugs can do to the growing brain. She also 
suggested the use of social media to connect messaging 
with teens - kids talking to kids. 

The group also discussed the impact several

smaller, community-based events might have versus 
larger singular events. 

Over at the Community Culture table, the 
conversation was startlingly different. Issues of bullying, 
shaming, and racial insult were being discussed. One 
parent shared the experiences of her children, children of 
color, who had been horribly bullied. 

Her words were like fresh wounds now shared by 
all within listening distance. 

One of the students at the table shared her 
experiences being treated cruelly by other kids in her 
class, the disruption and hurt that it caused her and her 
siblings, as well as their parents. Everyone agreed that 
conversations of equality and dignity should take place in 
the home but recognized that wasn't enough. 

Mattapoisett Schools Principal Rose Bowman 
stated, "It's a 'we' conversation... It's gender 
identification; it's racism." She continued, "How do we 
get that message out across to kids of all ages?"

Little things can change things in big ways, she 

said. 

Bowman continued, "The main theme is 
awareness. We have to teach people to speak out. You 
have to have the courage of your convictions, to step up, 
be strong." She said that the Community Culture sub¬ 
group might want to consider a theme of "be aware and 
speak out." 

"The burden of responsibility goes to every 
parent and child," said Bowman. 

The table dealing with the umbrella topic of 
Relational Violence only had three people, but what they 
lacked in numbers they made up for in substance. 

Frangos, along with Public Health Nurse Amanda 
Stone and student Alex Wurl were deep into how to get a 
solid message to impacted youth. 

Fragos said, "The R.A.D. program has proven 
successful for grades six and seven and will be rolled out 
to grades nine and ten via a grant." 

R.A.D., which stands for rape, aggression, 
defense, is a program that has been developed to teach all 
populations regardless of age or gender how to protect 
and defend themselves through awareness and training. 

Wurl discussed a course of study some of the 
ORRHS students were participating in that brought 
together tangible presentation skills with real-life subject 
matter. He said that his team had prepared materials 
and a presentation around the subject of the rape culture 
in the U.S., how to prevent victim blaming, and cross¬ 
strategies to combat the problem. He suggested that 
the presentation could be used as a teaching tool in the 
schools. 

Stone discussed reaching out to other high 
schools in the area to ascertain if they had programs the 
coalition could tap into and/or to share Wurl's concept. 

As the hour drew to a close, it was clear that the 
participants could have continued for another hour. White 
asked the groups if they had been able to draw out one 
specific topic for further exploration and development.

That Sunday, fellow Friend Tom Kinsky was up 
on a ladder 12 feet above the ground doing a little work 
on the trim board of the roof when he noticed something - 
a date and a name carved into the wood.

Being that there hadn't been any significant work 
done on that part of the building for some time, it was 
quite possible that that "68" was not 1968, but 1868. 

Kinsky contacted other Friends, and he soon 
circulated an email advising the others of the "graffiti" 
that he had discovered. 


"And the word was 'graffiti/ so the first 
impression was, 'Oh no!'" said Deena Kinsky, Friend 



and wife to Tom. "It's a newly renovated building! Then 
we saw that it was over a hundred years old and it was 
hidden up out of view, so it was OK." 

Fellow Friend Alan Harris started looking into the 
history of the name featured in the carving right away. 

Harris encountered a website portraying the 
grave of an Allen G. Ashley buried at the North Rochester 
Cemetery who was born April 1,1840 in Dartmouth and 
died January 24,1928, alongside his wife Clara I. Crapo, 
born in 1847 and died in 1923. 

"We don't know if it's that fellow," said Kinsky. 

"It may or may not be..." 

Could this be the Allen Ashley who carved his 
name into the roof of the meetinghouse? 

Upon further research, Harris came across an 
obituary for an Allen Crapo Ashley, Jr. born March 1924 
and died December 2015, buried in Riverside Cemetery 
in Fairhaven. Between them are four children also on the 
gravestone: Minnie, Bertha, Grace, and Almon.

The Native Cranberry 

By George B. Emmons 

The cranberry is a native wetland fruit that was 
used here by local first Americans to cure their meat 
- known as pemmican - to preserve it for purposes of 
future sustenance during the winter. 

The name 'cranberry' came from Dutch and 
German settlers calling it 'crane berry' because of the pink 
petals of blossoms that bloom in the spring and twist back 
resembling the head of a crane. They are illustrated by the 
five upright stems at the bottom of my drawing. 

This likeness is possibly derived from the figure 
of a crane in their old world mythology as an ethereal 
symbol of earthly renewal in spring. The name was later 
shortened to cranberry. 

The vines of the plant between the blossoms, 
also in my drawing, thrive on trailing vines like those of 
a strawberry on a special combination of soils and water 
properties in beds layered with sand, peat, and gravel, 
known as bogs. They act as nature's sponges to store and 
purify water and help maintain the water table. 

Some of the bogs we see driving by in our travels 
actually evolved from deposits left by glaciers more 
than 10,000 years ago. These are known as impermeable 
kettle holes lined with clay that prevents materials from 
leaching into the groundwater. 

In their movement, glaciers scraped up rocks

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and other organic materials that, when they melted, left 
behind heavy formations of molten metals on top of the 
clay Some were islands of iron which had to be removed 
but could be melted down for making tools or other 
implements. This left a fertile combination of soils and 
water properties layered in beds. 

Years ago on Cape Cod, growers noted that sand 
blown in from nearby dunes helped the vines grow faster 
by controlling 
weeds and 
insects. Today, 
many growers 
spread an 
inch or two 
of sand every 
three years. 

Healthy vines 
may survive 
almost 
indefinitely, 
some a 

hundred years or more. 

The autumn harvest began in mid-September 
by flooding the bogs with water so the berries float to 
the surface to be scooped up by mechanized moving 
machines. When finished, the water can be re-cycled to 
other bogs with a purifying effect. New bogs are shaped 
in more rectangular dimensions of straight lines for 
efficient routing of harvesters. 

In Southern Massachusetts there are some 14,000 
acres of bogs, which are workplaces of nearly 400 families, 
many going back as occupations of several or more 
generations to colonial origins. 

They have nurtured and cultured their wetlands 
while contributing to their communities and providing 
habitat and shelter for hundreds of plants and species. So 
doing, they preserve and beautify nearly 63,000 acres of 
New England countryside.

Ain't Gonna Need This House No Longer 

This Mattapoisett Life

For many years, my parents' house was a center 
of neighborhood activity. The kids would knock on 
the door to ask if my mother was coming outside or if 
the resident grandchild could come out and play The 
neighboring ladies would stop in to borrow a stick of 
margarine or share a bit of gossip. During the daylight 
hours and especially on the weekends, the house was 
never still. 

The front doorbell, reserved for Dad's TV repair 
customers, would frequently ring followed by Ma calling 
to us to, "Go get the old man." 

During the week when the children of the 
neighborhood returned home from school or on fair- 
weather weekends, Ma would sit on her front stoop 
overseeing the children that almost always included a 
grandchild. 

The children loved her. She bestowed upon them 
the time and attention their parents either were too hard 
pressed to give or simply didn't have the capacity to 
share. 

Next door in the rental home were Ma's second 
and third cousins on her mother's side. A family of six 
lived in the house that included four children, their 
mother, and occasionally their alcoholic father. When 
there was domestic chaos in that household, Ma would 
loop her soft, warm arm around their shoulders in silent 
comfort and compassion. 

When my son and I moved in, taking over the 
upstairs front bedroom in 1973, the house was packed 
with a person sleeping in every room with the exception 
of the kitchen and bathroom.

In spite of the seams bursting, the interior of 
Ma's house was always in order. There weren't any 
dirty dishes in the sink.

telephone rang, TVs were on in at least three rooms, the 
teakettle whistled, the washing machine chugged, the 
back door snapped shut, the children's voices squealed. It 
was a symphony that played in the background between 
8:00 am and 9:00 pm for years. 

After supper if the weather was agreeable, my 
son would return to the street games joined by the other 
kids. Taking up her post on the stoop, Ma would watch 
the children, refereeing their games and insisting that 
everyone get their turn. Cheating wasn't tolerated. 

For Ma, those were her glory years. She governed 
her home and the neighborhood like a benevolent 
dictator, one that everyone loved, paid attention to, and 
wanted to please. 

The fact that Ma never stepped outside her 
property line was an open, unspoken secret we all shared. 
The world came to her. Confined as she was, it was easy 
to keep secrets that we thought might otherwise unsettle 
her emotional balance. She was insulated from life beyond 
that singular neighborhood. 

But everything changes, and so too did Ma's 

world. 

With every year that passed, the house became 
increasingly quiet. The neighbors that had ebbed and 
flowed through the house either moved away or no 
longer took the time to stop by. Eventually Ma moved 
on, too. She found the internal wherewithal to break the 
bonds of severe panic attack disorder and get in a car. 

She enjoyed a few years free to travel where 
wheels and a willing driver could take her. Those golden 
years were too few. Mobility issues would rob her of that 
hard-won freedom. Time was taking its toll. 

Unable to sit on her stoop, she took to sitting on 
the front porch that had once been part of Dad's shop. 
From this vantage point, she could survey the entire street 
from end to end. But there was nothing to see. The people 
she once knew seldom stopped by. All the neighborhood 
children were gone, the grandchildren grown. Ma's 
season in the sun was ending. 

When she first entered the nursing home, she 
believed it would provide her with the social interaction 
she had been missing at home. She came to realize, as 
humble as it might have been, there's no place like home. 
The nursing facility became a new sort of confinement. 
With surprising grace she bore it. 

Entering that house after Ma was moved into 
nursing care was extraordinarily difficult. I'd call to Dad 
from the side door. My voice seemed small, barely able to 
penetrate the years that hung as invisible doors through 
which I had to walk. Dad would call back, "I'm still here."

Thomas said, "It is uncertain if this portion 
of the road had been accepted/' given the historical 
documentation all parties had reviewed, and with $10 
million in grant monies pending - money that would 
make or break the future of the path - he said this 
acceptance and the one for Goodspeed Island Road were 
necessary. 

Paula Cobb asked if voters were being asked 
for more money to support the construction of the bike 
path. "How much more money is it going to cost the 
taxpayers?" 

Gagne said that although he "couldn't make 
an ironclad promise" that the Town wouldn't be asked 
to spend more on the project, given that this phase was 
nearing completion in terms of checking off over 200 
associated technical and legal issues, "I certainly hope we 
are coming to the end." 

Cobb then asked how much taxpayers had 
already paid over the decades the project has come before 
voters, and Gagne estimated, "Probably half a million..." 

The article passed 102-2. 

Goodspeed Island Road, Article 7, also asked 
voters to accept portions as a public way, where the 
railroad easement and private lands traverse the barrier 
beach and marshlands adjacent to Eel Pond.

asking about the necessity of a new road layout, previous 
takings in that area for a public beach, and the width of 
the roadway as related to Planning Board requirements, 
voters agreed passing the article 102-2. 

Later in the evening the final article. Article 17, 
sought $55,000 to complete those easements and other 
acquisition expenses related to the bike path Phase 
IB. Gagne explained that sections of the bike path 
construction will require relocation of a cart path at the 
Reservation Golf Club, screening along private property 
lines, and associated drainage. Gagne said the Chapter 
91 license needed for the elevated bridge across wetlands 
was awaiting the governor's signature, that 504 permits 
from the Environmental Protection Agency were ready, as 
was the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers permitting. 

Gagne confessed, "I'm praying everyday." 

Schneider rose, pleading, "Please tell me this 
is the last we're going to be nit-picked..." regarding 
financing the bike path. Again, Gagne said he couldn't 
unequivocally say more funds wouldn't be asked for, but 
as far as this phase was concerned, he was fairly confident 
more would not be required. 

Article 17 passed 101-2. 

On the theme of open spaces and recreation, 
voters passed Article 1 for the securing of a conservation 
restriction for land along Mattapoisett Neck Road known 
as the Old Hammond Quarry. A partnership between the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust, Buzzards Bay Coalition, and the 
Town is seeking grants for the acquisition of the parcel 
that will link to state recreational lands at Brandt Beach 
Road. 

Voters also accepted a plan for Payment in Lieu 
of Taxes for the third solar array the town has approved. 
Crystal Spring II Solar Pilot Agreement, Article 10, will 
allow BWC LLC of Boston to pay the town a standard tax 
rate over the lifespan of the project versus a fluctuating 
tax rate. Principle Assessor Kathleen Costello explained 
that the program allows the town to collect $2,241,544 
versus $2,149,208 without the program.

The voters also agreed to finance Article 2 - water 
well refurbishment $400,000; Article 8 -appropriations 
to the stabilization fund $250,000; Article 9 - continued 
improvements to roadways $250,000; Article 12 - security 
systems for local schools. Article 13 - waterfront upgrades 
$30,000; and Article 15 - supplemental funding for FY18 
budget needs. These monies will come from enterprise 
funds, free cash, and, or reallocations. 

The warrant also included the following articles 
that were all passed by overwhelming voter approval:

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Hartley opposed granting RCF Committee 
members a vote on whether or not to allow a requested 
event, which was addressed by Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar, who said the process would begin 
with the application submission to the RCF Board 
of Directors. Committee members would vote on 
whether to recommend the event or not, and then that 
recommendation, along with the final vote, would be 
passed up to the Board of Selectmen. 

Hartley commented that the language still 
sounded as though the RCF Committee had an actual say 
on the matter. 

"I want them to vote ... report that to you 
and then you have the final stamp on whether it gets 
approved or not," said Bailey. 

"You can override us, it doesn't matter, but at 
least we have a say..." said Morgado. "At least we had 
our say..." 

Morgado continued, "We work really hard to 
take care of those grounds, and I think it's a common 
courtesy," Morgado said. 

"But you don't own it; the Town owns it..." said 
Hartley. "I think it gives you a sense that you can deny it 
and you can't." 

Morgado commented that it would be "rude" to 
simply pass over the RCF Committee in the process.

After further discussion. Hartley called the draft 
"'comprehensive/' and aside from some minor language 
changes, the board was satisfied and voted to adopt the 
policy with the changes discussed at the meeting. 

Of significance, the policy restricts use of the 
RCF grounds to six events per year, with the actual 
Rochester Country Fair being one of them. Another five 
one-day events of a town/fundraising nature would be 
considered. 

Morse stated that the policy committee would 
remain intact and would not be dissolved in case issues 
arise in the future. 

In other matters, the board decided the Town will 
post the police chief position internally for two weeks, 
first offering the position to existing Rochester police 
officers. The selectmen will comprise the majority of the 
five-person hiring review committee. They will invite 
another police chief from another town who resides in 
Rochester and retiring Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee 
to also sit on the review committee. 

"I'm willing to do whatever the board needs," 
said Magee. 

The internal posting will run until mid-December 
and any ensuing applications will be reviewed. 

Magee will retire on September 16, 2018. 

Also during the meeting, the board reviewed a 
draft social media policy for town employees and board 
and committee members at Szyndlar's recommendation. 

"There actually were some complaints of some 
board members posting on social media," said Szyndlar. 
"That breaks the Open Meeting Law." 

Szyndlar said she had looked at other towns' 
social media policies when crafting the draft policy, and 
the draft will be circulated to department heads before 
selectmen vote on adoption. 

"We need to address this," said Morse, with 
Hartley concurring. 

The board also voted to accept the updated police

Assessor Brad Eames and Associate Assessor 
Linda Dessert strongly urged the selectmen to keep the 
single rate for residential and commercial properties due 
to the sheer disproportion in the percentage of residential 
versus commercial properties. 

"The impact, because Marion is so heavily 
residential," said Eames, "the impact on the homeowner 
is relatively small compared to the enormous impact it 
would have on the commercial people because there are 
so few...." 

To demonstrate the burden that would ensue if 
the Town adopted a split rate, multi-million-dollar Marion 
business Sippican, Inc., which paid roughly $150,000 in 
taxes last year, would pay about $242,000 next year. A 
smaller business like the Marion General Store valued at 
just over half a million, which paid about $6,400 last year, 
would pay over $10,000 next year. 

The current tax rate of $11.41 per $1,000 will 
go up by four cents to $11.45, with a $200,000 home or 
business paying $2,290 with the new tax rate as approved. 
A $300,000 home or business would be about $3,435, and a 
home or business worth $400,000 will pay $4,580 in taxes. 

Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson commented 
that Marion's tax rate is substantially lower than other 
towns in the region, with Dessert concurring. 
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"What I've seen is, we're not that high," 

Dickerson said. "I could be wrong ... but Westport is just a 
little lower than us. Everyone else is higher than us...." 

In other matters. Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson stated that Department of Public Works 
Superintendent of 33 years Rob Zora has announced his 
retirement effective December 15. 

Zora has been an employee of the Town of 
Marion for 46 years since 1971 and was appointed as 
superintendent in 1984. 

"It's good news for Rob and his family," said 
Dawson, "It's hard for us." 

"He has always put the town first," said 
Dickerson. "He will definitely be missed ... and I wish 
him great happiness in his retirement." 

The Town will post the position immediately. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen approved 
a RFQ proposal for the feasibility study of a new town 
administrative building at the new community center, 
awarding the contract, not to exceed $34,300, to LLB 
Architects of Pawtucket, RI. 

Selectmen also ratified the police chief 
employment contract for Lt. John Garcia. Garcia will 
replace Chief Lincoln Miller when he retires at the end of 
this year. 

Also, the board appointed Susan Titus to the Tree 
Committee and approved Chief Miller's recommendation 
to appoint Fire Chief Brian Jackvony as the community 
emergency response coordinator. 

The board also tabled a request by St. Gabriel's 
Episcopal Church to tie into the Town stormwater 
collection system in order to acquire further information 
on details. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for December 5 at 6:30 pm at the 
Marion Community / Senior Center on Mill Road.

Taking advantage of the shortened school week. 
Old Rochester Regional High School held two assemblies 
in the morning blocks to show a documentary about the 
consequences of substance abuse. 

Presented by the Clay Soper Memorial Fund, the 
film If They Had Known was shown to all students. Seniors 
and juniors saw it first in the morning, and sophomores 
and freshmen viewed it afterwards. 

The documentary chronicles the night that 
19-year-old Clay Soper died after mixing Xanax and 
alcohol. He had been at a party in his hometown of 
Winchester while on winter break from his first year in 
college. His friends who were with him that fateful night 
told the heartbreaking, yet sobering, story in the film. 

The film was a wake-up call for many students at 

ORR. 

"It showed us the real-life example that we didn't 
see in health class when they said not to mix pills and 
alcohol, and that's what makes the lesson more likely to 
stick," commented senior Emily Bock. 

The documentary did its part in raising awareness 
on the dangers of mixing drugs and alcohol and the 
seriousness of such consequences. Talk filtered through 
the hallways for the rest of the day on the subject that had 
been presented earlier, and discussion is always key to 
positive change in current or potential actions. 

"Schools have made it abundantly clear by the 
time you're in high school that, individually, drugs and 
alcohol are things you don't want to get involved in, but 
I think it was news for all of us that taking drugs and 
alcohol together could easily kill you," said freshman 
Lucy Zhang. "I think the documentary couldn't have 
gotten the message across any better. It showed a teenager 
who didn't know the fatal consequences and had actually 
died, which really struck a chord with the audience." 

"I think it was a bit more impacting because 
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they gave background on [Clay Soper]/' said freshman 
Jack Caynon. "I learned about the real dangers behind 
drugs and alcohol and that even if my friends suggest 
to do something, that sometimes it's best to avoid the 
situation." 

OC football Ties Record With Cougar Cup Win 

High School Sports Update

It's been almost 30 years since Old Colony 
football won a program-high eight games in a single 
season. Well, now the clock resets after the Cougars won 
its eighth game for the first time since 1988 and only the 
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second time in school history, taking back the Cougar Cup 
from Tri-County with a 35-28 finish on Thanksgiving Eve. 

Old Colony powered towards the victory on the 
backs of Trevor Gagne and Brad Plissey, who ran for 115 
and 111 yards, respectively. Plissey also found the end 
zone twice and Gagne scored once, too. 

Normally, one dominated more than the other in 
a given week, but anything can happen on Thanksgiving. 
Throughout the year, there was never a doubt Plissey 
or Gagne could be relied on since both were horses on 
a Cougar offense that relied immensely on the running 
game. And even though they weren't able to manifest 
their strong play into a deep postseason run, going down 
with the best record in school history is an adequate 
replacement. 

"It would've been nice to finish in a Vocational 
Bowl or something a little bit further, but those guys are 
real proud with their accomplishments," Old Colony 
head coach Brandon Mendez said. "To be considered as 
one of the best teams in the school's history is something 
they're very proud of and they feel that they worked hard 
to get to. And they earned it. It may have not been a state 
championship, but it certainly was a big accomplishment." 

But now, the Cougars have a new challenge ahead 
of them next year: replacing both. 

While Matt Bumpus has shown some promise at 
quarterback, throwing a touchdown pass to Kyle Sylvia 
in his 5-7 86-passing-yard performance, the Cougars are 
losing the two players who were involved in the majority 
of the offensive plays all season. 

"I don't know if you can really replace guys like 
that," Mendez said. "It's more about finding new roles 
and new ways to come up with offense going through 
some of the younger guys." 

Bumpus and Phil Proctor will be factors for OC 
next year. 

"And finding offense in some other spots. There's 
a bunch of young guys that are ready to roll," Mendez 
continued. 
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With some of the pivotal personnel moving on, 
not only is "who will fill in" a major question, but also 
"what will it look like." However, Mendez doesn't expect 
Old Colony's attack to be much different than it was in 
2017. 

"There's a good chance that we'll stay close to 
home in terms of what we do," Mendez said. "But every 
year's different. You kind of adapt to your kids and what 
you see across from you. We have another quarterback, 
Kyle Scholz, who probably will be taking a good amount 
of snaps next year, which will allow us to move around 
Bumpus in the backfield a little bit more." 

Old Rochester Regional 

On Thanksgiving Day, Old Rochester had its own 
monumental day, bowling over Apponequet 43-14. 

Harry Smith continued his dominance on the 
football field, scoring four times in the game to bring his 
season total to 27 touchdowns on the ground, 28 total. 
Will Garcia scored twice, bringing his season total to 21 
touchdowns. 

Smith also finished with 234 rushing yards, his 
longest run being an 83-yard score in the second quarter, 
while Garcia accrued 152. 

Smith is one of 12 Bulldogs graduating from 
the football team, finishing his career with an emphatic 
performance. He leaves things in the hands of Garcia, 
who, if Thanksgiving's performance is any indication, 
seems more than capable of picking up where Smith left 
off.

Tabor's winter sports start this week with boys' 
ice hockey winning its first game in the St. Paul's School 
Jamboree, cruising past the host school 8-3 on Sunday. 

The Seawolves were back at it again on Monday against

Then they're right back to work on 
Sunday, taking on St. Andrews on the road.

To the Editor: 

In Dennis Lane's November 16 letter to the editor, 
he raised the claim that the Marion Board of Health has in 
the past sought "to isolate [tobacco] products preferred by 
minorities and the LGBTQ community...." 

As a member of the LGBTQ community who 
works on town-level tobacco control policy and is a 
homeowner in neighboring Wareham, I would like to 
provide perspective on the tobacco industry's targeting 
of the gay community which has led to much higher 
smoking rates today. 

2015 data shows that the Massachusetts smoking 
rate for adults is 14.7% while the smoking rate among 
LGBTQ adults is 20.6%. Among LGBTQ youth, the 
statewide smoking rate for all youth is 7.7% compared to 
15.5% for LGBTQ youth. 

Cigarette ad campaigns have targeted the gay 
community by purposely focusing on "pride" and 
"freedom," two common focal points for the community. 
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in association with smoking. This focus has been used for 
brands such as Lucky Strike, American Spirit and Camel. 

In 1995, R.J. Reynolds, the tobacco makers of 
Camel and Pall Mall, targeted the LGBTQ community 
with Project "Subculture Urban Marketing" or "SCUM." 
Documents from the company outlined plans for an 
ad campaign targeting gay men in San Francisco to 
encourage use of their products. At the same time, they 
sought to publicly ally as an LGBTQ supporter and 
hosted both a booth at that year's Pride parade and an 
after party at a gay nightclub. 

And from a 1997 Philip Morris memo, the 
company noted, "A large percentage of Gays and 
Lesbians are smokers. In order to increase brand share 
and brand awareness for the Benson & Hedges brand, 
it is imperative to identify new markets with growth 
potential. Many Gay and Lesbian adult smokers also have 
a preference for menthol brands." 

Smoking is higher in the LGBTQ community 
because the tobacco industry targeted us successfully. 

And higher smoking rates lead to higher rates of disease 
and death. 

Today, towns have available dozens of tobacco 
control policies that aim to achieve the three goals of 
the state's tobacco control program: (1) keep youth from 
starting to use nicotine products; (2) help current nicotine 
users to quit; and (3) reduce involuntary exposure of 
second-hand smoke. Note that none of these three goals 
specifically targets or excludes any group of people based 
on sexual orientation, race or gender. 

The flavored tobacco product sales restriction 
policy that the Marion Board of Health is considering 
limits flavored products to qualifying adult-only retailers. 
This policy works to prevent youth from starting to use 
nicotine products and to support those who want to quit 
and has been implemented in 106 other municipalities 
(including Wareham) around the Commonwealth. 

Expanding this policy to include a restriction on 
where menthol products can be sold will further increase 
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the impact of the policy. Since menthol creates a cooling 
effect, has an anesthetic quality and suppresses coughing, 
it makes cigarettes and cigars easier to smoke and harder 
to quit. 

Restricting where flavored tobacco products can 
be sold will save lives. As a resident of Wareham and 
someone who works to promote public health, I applaud 
and support the leadership of the Marion Board of Health 
as they work to prevent young people from using nicotine 
products and support users who want to quit.

Public Forum on "An Act to Ensure Safe 
Access to Marijuana" 

On Monday, December 11, the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board will hold a Public Forum at 7:00 pm 
at the Old Hammondtown School Cafetorium for the 
purpose of first hearing an informational presentation 
about "An Act to Ensure Safe Access To Marijuana" by 
Katherine Laughman, Esq., of KP Law, and then to hear 
your comments and questions regarding this new law 
permitting retail recreational marijuana establishments in 
Massachusetts cities and towns including Mattapoisett. 
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On November 8, 2016, Massachusetts voters 
approved Question 4 legalizing the recreational 
use of marijuana and the sale of marijuana in retail 
establishments (Chapter 334 of the Acts of 2016). On July 
28, 2017, Governor Baker signed the General Court's 
revised law on the subject entitled, "An Act to Ensure Safe 
Access to Marijuana" (the "Act"), adopted as Chapter 55 
of the Acts of 2017 addresses aspects of the retail sales of 
marijuana. 

The Town of Mattapoisett should have an 
open discussion about this Law and how it relates to 
Mattapoisett and what do the Mattapoisett residents feel 
regarding the retail sale of marijuana in the Town. The 
State will begin accepting applications for retail marijuana 
establishments on April 1, 2018. The Town has various 
options that can be considered and the presenter from 
KP Law will discuss them in detail this evening. Options 
can include a temporary moratorium on marijuana 
establishments to permit the Town time to review the 
impacts of the Act on the Town and if Zoning and General 
Bylaws should be considered to locally regulate this 
type of retail sales. The Town could consider possible 
prohibition of retail marijuana sales in Mattapoisett. The 
town could consider no changes to its current zoning 
and allow establishments under current existing Zoning 
Bylaws. 

As your Planning Board, we need to hear from 
you as to what you wish for us to consider regarding 
retail marijuana sales in Mattapoisett and we ask that you 
attend and share with us your thoughts. 

Timelines for various considerations are tight, so 
this is our Community's opportunity to give input into 
this matter.

Lucky. Starring Harry Dean Stanton. Directed by John 
Carroll Lynch. Running time: 88 minutes. No MPA A 
rating, but the equivalent of an R for some language. 

Anyone who has ever loved Harry Dean Stanton 
in one of his two hundred film and TV credits over the 
last sixty-three years will have to make some time for 
Stanton's leading-man swan song Lucky, even though 
it's a bit of a chunk of dry toast, a little too knowingly 
thrown as a low-key vaya con dios party for him. Stanton 
plays the title character, who passes his ritualistic days 
drifting from place to place in a small town. A diner in the 
morning for coffee and the crossword puzzle. Home to 
the TV set and Lucky's "shows" in the afternoon. Out to 
a bar in the evening. Occasionally he ruminates about life 
and our purpose in it, and how to face death though he's 
pretty sure there's no God, just darkness. That's about it. 

Lucky is about both Lucky and Harry Dean 
Stanton, of course. Screenwriters Logan Sparks and Dr ago 
Sumonja shaped their work specifically around Stanton, 
his range (not the widest, but often surprising and 
inventive within it), and his own life. Inevitably, Stanton 
doesn't really seem to be acting; we feel that he's simply 
being himself in character as Lucky. Sometimes, as when 
the film contrives to reunite Stanton with his Alien captain 
Tom Skerritt, it shows its hand as a construct designed for 
Stanton to thrive in. On the other hand, seeing Stanton 
alongside Skerritt again is admittedly a kick, and they do 
beautiful work together, reminiscing about World War II 
(more details pulled from Stanton's life). 

What makes Lucky worth indulging is Stanton, 
naturally, but also the way he refuses to insult this 
feature-length gesture of affection towards him by giving 
any less than he's ever given. He could have rested on his 
laurels here, coasted, stoically accepted his due — but he 
doesn't. He brings levels of melancholy and odd anger 
to each scene; he keeps us riveted physically, letting his 
wrinkles and eyebags tell eloquent silent stories. We can't 
take our eyes off him, but that's no doing of point-and- 
shoot actor-turned-director John Carroll Lynch. Nor can 
we say the film protects him by putting him up against 
boring actors, when Stanton butts heads with the likes 
of Beth Grant, Ed Begley Jr., and the indefatigable David 



Lynch. Stanton makes his sweetest music with David 
Lynch, as those who've seen Stanton in Lynch's own films 
C Wild at Heart, Twin Peaks , etc.) already know. 

In and of itself, the movie is arid, visually null. 
The camera isn't being used to express much of anything, 
and so we begin to wonder why, other than to raise a 
toast to Harry Dean Stanton, this is a movie. Though 
well-acted, the supporting characters in Lucky's life 
feel like supporting characters; with most of them, we 
don't feel that they have lives outside the scene and the 
frame. The exception is Bertila Damas' store owner, who 
invites Lucky to her son's tenth birthday fiesta, leading to 
a rare and lovely moment in which Lucky, in Stanton's 
own slightly querulous but soulful singing voice, croons 
"Volver, Volver." It's a great moment — but we're aware 
of it as a great moment, engineered as a great moment for 
the star. 

I don't begrudge Stanton the apotheosis he 
receives here. Few artists get swan songs this apropos, 
this on-the-money. (Who doesn't despair when reminded 
that the accidental swan song of Gene Hackman, who 
has retired from acting, will be Welcome to Mooseport ?) 
Stanton at least goes out with the same level of integrity 
he'd always had. Even when he showed up fleetingly 
in a trick of slick whoring like The Avengers, we were 
absurdly happy to see him, an oasis of rumpled humanity 
in a desert of plastic. (It spoke well of the director. Joss 
Whedon, that he apparently bent over backwards to 
find some way to get Harry Dean Stanton in there.) He 
elevated any and all material; Repo Man is inconceivable 
without him. Lucky doesn't exist without him. Stanton 
leaves the sort of void that so troubles Lucky. There will 
not be more of him. The movie itself is aptly named — it's 
lucky to have Stanton. He does more for Lucky than it 
does for him.

Antifreeze (ethylene Glycol) has a sweet smell 
that is, unfortunately, attractive to dogs. It can 
cause kidney failure if the dog is not treated 
within 4-6 hours after consuming the poison. If 
you see your dog or cat drinking antifreeze, take 
him to your veterinarian immediately.
